There is nothiag more inconteftable, than that the

Apply the Atheift’s Argument to human Reajon, in- 
ftead of vevealed Religion; and then it will be feen in its 
true Light, or rather expofed in all its Folly and Weak- 
nels. Alen, who are reasonable Creatures, are guilty of 
great Evils, and caufe great Diforder, Violence and Con- 
tufion ; therefore, according to the Atheift, we muft 
damn Reafen, as well as Reiizi, and charge every Evil 
and Wickednef3, committed by reajonable Creatures, up- 
on Reafon itfelf.

The following is an authentick Copy of the Convention concluded 


at Hanover the 26th of Auguft laft, beteveen the Kings of 
Great Britain and Prufia, which has been made the Bajis of 


the Peace betzween the Gourts of Berlin, Vienna and Drejden. 


1. The prefent Convention hall be kept fecret until a 
Treaty of Peace in Form is drawn up between the King 
of Pruffia and the Queen of Hungary, which mutt be 
done within the Space of fix Weeks, reckoning from 
the Date of the former Convention. 

2. The King of Pruffia thall keep Silefia, in the fame 
Manner as it was ceded to him by the Treaty of Bretlau. 

3- His Brirannick Majefty fhall guaranty Silefia to 
the King of Pruflia, promifing to ufe his utmoft Endea- 
vours to get it likewife guarantied by the States General, 
who joinuy fhall alfo get it guarantied, and caufe it to 
be included in the general Peace, by the Powers at War, 
and by the Empire. 

4. The King of Poland Elector of Saxony fhall give 
the King of Pruffia an Act of Ceffion of Silefia. 

5. His Pruflian Majefty engages to give his Eleoral 
Vote to the Grand Duke of Tufcany for the Imperial 
Dignity, immediately after the Signing of the prefent 
Preliminary Articles, and after Hodftilities fhall have 
ceafed, and the Peace been fign’d, 

6. The Queen of Hungary and the King of Pruffia 
fhall mutually guaranty each others Dominions, viz. 
the Queen of Hungary all the Territogies of hig Pruflian 
Majetty, and the King of Pruffia all thefe which her 
Hungarian Majefty poffeiles in Germany. 

7. Endeavours fhall be ufed to make an Exchange of 
fome Diftriéts of Silefia that lie within Lufatia, againit 
the little Town of Furftemberg with its Cuftom-Houfe 
fiiuate on the Oder, which fhail be given to the King of 
Pruflia, fo that neither of the two Parties may be a 
Lofer by this Exchange. 

8. All the Prifoners fhall be forthwith releas’d with- 
out Ranfom, and exchanged bona fide; the Sick and the 
Wounded fhall be alfo releas’d immediately afier their 
Recovery. 

9. The Town of Cofel, with all its Fortifications, 
fhall be deliver’d up to the King of Pruffia immediately 
after the Signing of thefe Preliminaries, and likewife ail 
the Cannon and Warlike Stores that were there when it 
was taken. 

10. The King of Pruffia and the Queen of Hungary 
mutually engage to ftart no Ditliculries, nor obiiruct 
in the leaft the Commerce of their Subjects.

ceffes; they broke open feveral Houfes and Shops, took 
away great Quantities of Goods, and threw into the 
Streets and fpoil’d or deftroy’d what they could not 
carry off. 

Blichall near Carlifle, Dec. 24. Only four Pieces of 
Cannon, of thofe expected from Whitehaven being as 
_ arriv’d, it has been neceflary to defer eredting the 

attery againft the Walls ef Carlifle, which was pro- 
pos’d to have been done this Morning, if the Artille 
had come up in Time. In the mean while it is jut - 
ported here, that the Garrifon of the Rebels is retiz'd ine 
to the Caftle. 

Whiteball, Dec. 28. The King has been pleafed to con. 
ftitute and appoint Lieutenant General Henry Hawley 
to be Commander in Chief of his Majetty’s Forces ia 
that Part of the Kingdom of Great Briain call’d Soop * 
land. 

Inverary, Dec. 22. Major General Campbell arriv'g 
here laft Night, and propofes on Monday next to be 
gin to march 600 Men from hence, in three Divifions 
to join General Blakeney at Stirling. Four hunded 
and fifty Men have been raifed in Campbelioun, and ate 
ready to march on one Day’s Notice, for his Majetty’s 
Service. 

Dumfries, Dec 24. On Saturday laft, the z1ft, andthe 
Day following, the main Body of the Reel Atmy 
came into this Place with the Fretender’s Son: On 
Monday Morning he march’d from hence with them, 
and propofed to lodge that Night at Deumlangig, The 
Contribution :mpofed upon that Town was 200al, 
in Money 3 1000 Pair of Shoes; befides free Quarters; 
about nine Ca:ks of Gunpowder; all our Arms, pub.’ 
lick and private; Horfe Furniture, Boots, &c. and 
every Horfe that could be found in ToWwn or Country. 


Several Houfés have been robb’d and plunder’d by the 4 


Rebels, and’ they have been guilty of the greateft Ou. 
rages. ‘Lheytold us, that we had Reafon to think our. 
fclves genily ufed that the Town was not laid in Afbes, 
We have paid them near rroo |. of the Money order’d 
to be rai.’d,and Provott Crofbie and Mr Walter Riddell 
are carry’d off as Holtages, ’till the Remainder is r- 
mitted. They have levied the Excife, and intimated to 
us, that if we paid either Excife or Land-Tax for the 
future to any other than them, that we might be fire 
of paying it over again double. They thot a Tenam of 
the Duke of Queenfbury’s for running out of their 
Way, and not returning quickly enough at their Call 
They order’d us to fend their Baggage off after them, and 
at the fame Time affured us, that 1f they heard thata 
Finger was moved againit any one of their Stragglers, 
our Hoftages fhould inftanily be put to Death. The 
Damage done in this Town cannot be repair’d for goooL 
but that Cone in rhe Country is much greater. 

Edinburgh, Dec. 26. The Van of the Rebel Army en- 
terd Glafgow Yefternight, and the Remainder with the 
Pretender’s Son was to be there this Evening. They 
have made great Demands on that City as a Punihment 
for having arm’d and raifed a Regiment againf their 
Leader. Lord Loudon has got together about 1502 
Men, and part, if not all, are march’d towards Aber- 
deen, where there are about the fame Number of Re- 
bels, under the Command of Lord Lewis Gordon. 
General Campbell artiv’d fome Days ago at Campbell- 
toun, from whence he went to Inverary. The Number ‘ 
of Revels at Perth, Aberdeen, and the Country about, 
are fuppos’d to be towards gooo. Upon the Rerum of 
the Rebels from England the Militia were obliged to 
give up the Guarding the Paffes on the Forth 5 and Ye- 
iterday Glengyle, with the Help of Floats (the Boats 
being all dettroy’d) pafs’d the Forth at the Frew, 
(where the Rebels formerly pafs'd) and placed a Guard 
on this Side that Ford. 

Whiteball, Dec. 31. Some Letters from the North 
mention, that the Rebels remain’d in the Town of Car- 
lifle upon the 25th, and fird almoit inceffantly 3 that 
his Royal Highnefs had upon that Day received fix 
Pieces of Cannon expected from Whitehaven 5 and that 
every thing was preparing for beginning the Auack 
upon the Place. 

PW hireball, Dec. 31, at Noon. By Letters of the 28th In- 
ftant, juft receiv’d from his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland’s Army, there is Advice that they had thea 
began to batter the Four-Gun-Battery of Carlifle with 
fix Eighteen Pounders, and hoped to make a Breach 
fit io give the Affault by the next Night.
